The Supply of Moisture. 
The situation with regard to ag- 
riculture in the west is beginuing 


to arouse some interest, with the 


approach of spring. The 
question under discussion is the 
extent to which the - mt sup- 
ply of moisture ma sufficient 
to meet the needs of the soil dur- 
ing the growing season. There is 
no doubt that there is plenty of 
snow, but that does not necessar- 
ily mean a plentiful supply of 
“wetness.’ Much depends upon 
the condition in which the ground 
was when the snow arrived and as 
much more depends upon the 
nema in whiok the snow goes 


owe the frost had penetrated to a 

reper depth last fall the heavy 

lanket of “snow which followad 
would have been a great proteo- 
tion against evaporation. But if 
the snow came before the heavy 
froste, the same blanket would 
prevent the ground from | freezing 
to the ah depth, Conditions 
have varied, of course, in the dif- 
ferent sections of the weet, and 
the experience of one has not been 
a safe guide to the experiepoce of 
another. 

The present impression is that 
the supply of rain last fall was too 
light to enable the, ground to 
freeze hard and deep before the 
snow came. Some of the moisture 
generated by the melting of the 
snow has probably percolated into 
the ground and with | further spells 
of freezing weather from now on a 
fair aanble of moisture may be 
available. But the usual heavy 
layer of frozen soil must be left 
out of the calculations for this 
season, and hopes must be pinned 
to the developments between this 
time and harvest. 

There is one phase of the situa- 
tion which brings comfort to the 
community at large. If the soil 
be trozen hard, plenty of moisture 
will be on band to water the roots 
of the growing grain. Ifthe lay 
er of frozen ground be thin, the 
water formed by the thawing of 
the earth will bave no difficulty 
in penetrating it. It is not diffi 
cult to tind the favorable side of 
agricultural possibilities in this

ROBERTSON TRIAL DELAYED 


Will Not Be Put on Trial Until the 
Next Sitting of the Supreme 
Court 


Celgary.—Thomas M. Robertson, self 
confes: slayer of Tucker Peach, and 
through whose confession the police 
learned that John Fisk wes implicated 
in the deed, will not be tried on the 
charge of murder until the next sit- 
ting of the Bupreme Court in May. D. 
8. Moffat, counsel for the defence, 
asked for the postponement of the 
case on the ground that new facts 
had been adduced and that as man 
of the jury who had been summone 
to act in the case had heard the evi- 
dence in the charge against Fisk, it 
is quite possible that they would be 
udiced and may have formed 
opinions. The application wes made 
to Mr. Justice Stuart while the jury 
were deliberating on the  cherge 
against Fisk. James Short, K.C., said 
he was pertectly willing that the 
postponement be granted until a ver- 
dict had been reached against Fisk. 
Subsequently Robertson was brought 
into court and when Mr. Moffat again 
made his application it was granted 
by the judge on the grounds asked.
